Light Manufacturing (LM-1)

* Majority of the Town is A-1 or R-1

A-1requires a minimum lot size of 20
acres

R-1 requires a minimum lot size of 2
acres

Predominantly a single-family
detached residential pattern

* Taft Hwy non-residential is C-1, VC-
1, or LM-1

C-1is predominant and is suburban,
small footprint pattern that is auto-
dominated

VC-1is limited and is intended to be
mixed-use and pedestrian-friendly

LM-1is also limited and is a suburban
light manufacturing zone @
